WIRTZ CONTINUES BUMBLE-BEE 
HARASSMENT OF COMMITTEE WITH 
ABSURD COURT SUIT 
Secretary of Labor Willard Wirtz, continuing 
his fight against the Right to Work movement and 
his harassment campaign against the National 
Right to Work Committee, has gone to court in 
an attempt to bolster his ridiculous demands that 
the Committee file a Landrum - Griffin Act 
report on a $160 travel expense reimburse­ 
ment. 
The payment was made in 1960 to reimburse 
the Committee for travel expenses of a Com­ 
mittee officer who traveled to Bartow, Florida, 
to make a Right to Work speech at ceremonies 
dedicating a new chemical plant. The Committee 
lawyers described Mr. W irtz’s contentions in the 
law suit as “ utterly ridiculous” on the basis of 
the facts. 
The Committee’s role in this situation is ex­ 
actly the same as its role in hundreds of such 
public 
appearances throughout the country, 
namely that of telling audiences 
about the 
benefits of Right to Work laws. 
The Landrum - Griffin Act requires individuals 
and companies performing “ labor consultant” 
services for business and industry to report such 
financial transactions to the Labor Department. 
In commenting on the suit, Reed Larson, Com­ 
mittee Executive Vice President, said: 
“ It is ridiculous to suggest that our Commit­ 
tee is or ever has been in the business of 
counseling business firms on labor-management 
relations. This continuing harassment by a 
Labor Department which is clearly dominated by 
union officials bent on spreading compulsory 
unionism nationwide provides further striking 
evidence of the growing importance of the Right 
to Work 
movement. Mr. Wirtz’s actions are 
politically motivated. Millions in compulsory 
union dues, which Right to Work laws would cut 
off, are today being used by the AFL-CIO’s 
COPE and other union political organizations. 
WIRTZ’S EXPANDED ATTACK 
The Labor Department campaign against the 
Committee was intensified almost immediate- 
ly upon Mr. Wirtz’s appointment to the cabinet 
post. In his first public speech, to the National 
Press Club in Washington, he began a campaign 
against Right to Work. His three top under­ 
secretaries in the Department have since joined 
in publicly attacking Right to Work laws. 
in response to the Committee’s first com- 
munication, a courteous and respectfully-worded 
questioning of his misue of the term “ Right to 
Work,” Secretary Wirtz replied: 
“ I get the complete impression from your 
letter that it reflects no intention whatsoever 
to 
explore the real m erits of the ‘right-to- 
work* issue. Under these circumstances a reply 
would be a waste of both your time and mine.” 
It soon became apparent that Secretary Wirtz 
and the Administration were “ after” the Na­ 
tional Right to Work Committee. Labor De­ 
partment investigators were known to be pry­ 
ing into various activities of the Committee. 
The NLRB joined in the harassment with ir- 
responsible attacks on the Committee’s films. 
In the summer of 1962, an “ investigator” 
visited the Committee offices and disclosed that 
the Labor Department was considering asking 
fo r a ‘ Mflhnr rnncuHonfH 
¿1______ 
for a “ labor consultant” report from the Com­ 
mittee on the 1960 Florida speech. Thereupon 
John L. Kilcullen, the Committee’s Washington 
attorney, wrote the Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
Company, whose plant dedication was the oc­ 
casion for the speech, requesting a documenta­ 
tion of the facts. A copy of the company’s sub­ 
sequent letter to Mr. Kilcullen was dispatched 
to the Department of Labor. 
ISSUE SEEMED CLOSED 
Nothing further was heard on the Florida 
Right to Work speech for about a year, al­ 
though the Committee was aware of continu­ 
ing feverish activity on the part of Labor De­ 
partment “operatives” seeking some subter­ 
fuge for use of Labor Department power 
to 
further harass the Committee and endeavor 
to block the forward progress of the nationwide 
Right to Work movement. 
On July 23, 1963, the Committee received a 
letter from the Department of Labor requesting 
that it file a report on the 1960 Florida speech, 
reporting the $160 travel expense reimburse­ 
ment. In its reply, the Committee reminded the 
Department of the facts noted in the August 24, 
1962, letter from the Virginia - Carolina 
Chemical Company, and pointed out there was 
nothing in the incident that would require the 
Committee to make a Landrum - Griffin Act 
report. The Committee’s attorney advised the 
Labor Department he was available for further 
discussion of the matter. 
1 he Committee had no further communica­ 
tion from the Labor Department. However, two 
weeks prior to the filing of the Wirtz suit 
against the Committee, the nationally-circulated 
newspaper of the International Association of 
Machinists reported that such a suit was beine 
prepared and gave details from Labor Depart­ 
ment files. The Department subsequently re­ 
fused to give this same information to mem­ 
bers of the nation’s press. When challenged by

At that time, I began digging 
into the record of the Chinese- 
Russian feud, part of it con­ 
tained in secret diplomatic re­ 
ports. The name-calling was by 
no means secret. The Chinese 
headlined their accusations that 
Khrushchev was a "bald-headed 
ass," a “ swine," and boasted 
that “When we bury you, China 
will throw on the last spade­ 
ful of earth." The name-call­ 
ing became 
so vitriolic that 
Chinese 
broadcasts 
we r e 
jammed in Russia while Amer­ 
ican and BBC broadcasts were 
not. 


One broadcast from Peking 
told how China was required to 
reduce its food rations be­ 
cause it was forced to repay 
the Soviet $20 million for for­ 
eign aid. 
Not publicized and not well 
known in the United States was 
the 
first bitterness between 
Moscow and Peking in 1960, 
which caqsed Khrushchev sud­ 
denly to yank all Soviet tech­ 
nical 
personnel from China 
where they had been helping to 
build hydroelectric projects, 
and Improve Chinese military 


installations. 
—LONG-STANDING FEUD— 
Also unpublicized and unknown 
was the secret note sent by the 
Russians on Aug. 17, 1960, ac­ 
cusing the Chinese of crossing 
the border from Slnkiang Into 
Soviet territory to set up Chin­ 
ese fortifications. The Chinese 
replied that “ shepherds" had 
inadvertently 
strayed across 
the border. 
In November 1960, at the very 
time that the Communist lead­ 
ers of the world were meeting 
In Moscow, 
the Russians ac­ 
cused the Chinese behind closed 
doors of “ armed aggression" 
against 
Russia 
across the 
border from Slnkiang. 
Not known to the Western world 
either were the reasons why the 
Chinese suddenly forced Rus­ 
sia to close all Soviet consu­ 
lates In China. This was re­ 
ported to be because the Soviet 
consulates were suspected of 
spying on Chinese military In­ 
stallations 
and Chinese at­ 
tempts to develop the atom 
bomb. 
On Sept. 7, 1962, the Chinese 
police In Harbin, Manchuria, 
raided the Society of Soviet 
police in Harbin, Manchuria, 
Citizens, an organization run 
by the Russian consulate. The 
Secretary of the Society com­ 
mitted 
suicide 
while 
being 
cross-examined. 
During that same summer of 
1962, there were riots in the 
Chinese cities of Tsining and 
Tachuan, both close to the So­ 
viet 
border, 
and spasmodic 
skirmishing across the border. 
The Chinese accused the Rus­ 
sians of trying to stir up an 
Independence movement against 
Peking in Slnkiang Province. 
This is an area very sensitive 
for the Chinese because it is 
the testing ground for Chinese 
atomic weapons and guided mis­ 
siles. 
—COEXISTENCE SCORNED— 
Bitterness between the two 
leaders of the Communist world 
deepened in 1963, as Khrush­ 
chev agreed to a treaty with 
the United States banning nu­ 
clear tests. In May of that 
year, Liu Shao-Chi, the Chin­ 
ese general expected to succeed 


Mao Tze-Tung, made a special 
trip through Asia secretly and 
vigorously deriding Moscow's 
coexistence policy with 
the 
United States and arguing that 
Stalin's program of violent rev­ 
olution based on hate was the 
only way Communism could win 
out over the “ clever imperial­ 
ism" of the United States. He 
heaped scorn on Khrushchev's 
idea that Communists could get 
anywhere by peaceful means. 


Liu appeared to be making 
considerable progress In Asia, 
especially In North Vietnam, 
Indonesia, and North Korea. 
One month later, June 15, 1963, 
the 
Chinese 
ambassador In 
Moscow, Pan Tze-Li, handed 
the Kremlin a 15,000-word note 
which consisted of a bitter at­ 
tack on the Russian policy of 
coexistence. When the Kremlin 
refused to make it public, three 
members of the Chinese em­ 
bassy handed it out to various 
people in Moscow 
and were 
promptly expelled. They were 
ordered out of the Soviet Union 
quicker than some of the Amerl- ’ 
cans who have been accused of 
espionage. 


The 
letter 
charged t ha t 
Khrushchev's policy of peace­ 
ful coexistence had got no­ 
where in Asia, Africa, 
and 
Latin America, and that the 
United States was winning. 
Relations between the two pow­ 
erful Communist nations con­ 
tinued 
to 
deteriorate, 
un­ 
doubtedly 
one 
reason why 
Khrushchev was kicked out last 
October. While his exit was 
hailed In 
Peking, the atmo­ 
sphere Improved only for a 
very brief period. Only a few 
weeks after he had been flret^ 
Peking was Issuing the same 
critical blasts against the new 
leaders of the Kremlin. 
Only since the United States 
retaliated against North Viet­ 
nam with its recent liombing 
raids has there been any sign 
of real improvement in this 
deep and bitter controversy, ft 
may not 
last, but as of today, 
the 
two Communist govern­ 
ments appear to be closer to­ 
gether ihan at any time shteo

peas. The distinction starts with 
harvesting for sugar peas must 
be picked when the pods are still 
flat, not yet distended with ma 
turing peas. 
By running your finger down 
the pod you can tell immediate­ 
ly if that pod is ready to pick 
If you barely feel the tiny peas 
inside it, harvest time has ar­ 
rived. When the pods grow larg­ 
er and the peas mature, pods be­ 
come tough and are inedible. 
To cook sugar peas, first place 
a pat of butter in a saucepan,

Stir the two together until each 
pod is coated with butter. Add' 
just enough water so the peas 
will 
cook 
without 
burning. 
About 
10 minutes of cooking 
will find the pods tender but still 
a little cr^p. Flavor with salt 
and pepper and serve. 
A new variety of sugar pea 
named Sweetpod makes it pos 
slble to eat sugar peas in only 
68 days from the time seeds are 
sown. Four-foot-long vines make 
chicken wire or brush supports 
necessary, but pods of 4 Vi inches 
long and \ 
inch wide result 
when this variety is chosen.

OVER AIRPORT AID BILL 
Under a bill sponsored by 
Rep. Norbert J. Jasper,a demo­ 
crat 
from Washington, many 
communities 
throughout 
the 
state would be In line to receive 
state aid totaling $25,000 for 
aiport construction. 
Presently, 
the 
maximum 
amount available from the state 
for airports is $10,000 under 
provisions of a law adopted 
at the end of World War II to 
honor the state’s war dead and 
veterans. 
Since enactment of the law 
back in the late 1940’s, over 
3G counties and towns in Mis. 
souri have received state air­ 
port aid totaling over $300,000. 
Under provisions of the Jasper 
Bill, even these communities 
which previously had received 
the 
maximum 
aid 
(,$10,000) 
would be eligible for an ad- 
ditional $15,000 if they quali­ 
fied. 
A sim ilar bill was introduced 
during the 1963 session of the 
General Assembly and sailed 
through the House, only to be 
bogged down in the Senate calen­ 
dar log jam. Jasper indicated 
that he anticipates little opposi­ 
tion in the House again this 
time. 
But, like so many bills now 
before the 73rd General Assem­ 
bly, the airport aid measure is 
in danger of being swept aside 
by anticipated lengthy battles 
over 
legislative reapportion­ 
ment and other “ more impor­ 
tant” items. 
Jasper’s bill, in effect, re­ 
writes the basic airport bill, 
leaving out any reference to 
the “ gallant armed forces” who 
fought against Germany and Ja­ 
pan in World War II and which 
provided the bill with the Me­ 
morial Airport Aid tag. 
Instead, the wording of the 
proposed measure allows that 
its prim ary aim is to promote 
the advancement of aviation. 
The bill has the complete back­ 
ing of the state Commerce and 
Industrial Development 
Divi­ 
sion as well as industry. 
It has been the contention of 
thè CID that nearly all Mis- 
«©up cyrrmiu^ities should be 
pféftarèn'to offer airport facili­ 
ties of some kind of prospec­ 
tive industries. And, it would 
seem, industries seeking spots 
for relocation, are makingtheir 
demands known. 
A fiscal note attached to the 
bill indicates that for fiscal 
1966, 
nine 
commu dties (or 
counties) which have not re­ 
ceived state airport funds have 
shown an interest in receiving 
lid under the bill. The cost 
for next year would be around 
$150,000 for these nine pro­ 
posed airports. 
On the other hand, six com­ 
munities which previously re­ 
ceived 
state 
aid 
have indi­ 
cated they would seek an ad­ 
ditional $75,000 
during 1966 
for their maximum allotment. 
CONLEY SUBMITS NEW 
HORSE RACING PLAN 
Rep. John Conley of St. Louis 
City’s Fifteenth District has 
introduced new legislation to 
permit horse racing in Mis­ 
souri at certain specified cities, 
duplicating an effort made in 
the Senate during the 1963 legis­ 
lative session. 
Conley’s 
bill, 
as 
it 
now 
stands, 
would 
allow 
horse 
racing and the accompanying 
parimutual betting in cities hav­ 
ing a population of 350,000 or 
more which, of course, would 
mean only Kansas City and St. 
Louis. 


However, 
Conley 
reported 
that he has received feelers 
about amendments to lower the 
population requirement to per- 
mite Springfield and St. Joseph 
to qualify. 
Too, 
there is a provision 
in the bill that voters in any 
county could ballot on whether 
to allow horse racing, regard­ 
less of population. 
Recently, the state of West 
Virginia rejected a sim ilar pro­ 
posal for legalized horse racing 
and gambling while at least a 
half dozen states permit it. 
These include Arkansas to the 
south and Illinois to the east 
of Missouri. 
Conley noted that should his 
bill gu through and racing be­ 
comes a reality, the state could 
benefit to the tune of $25 mil­ 
lion annually with 80 percent 
of the revenue being allotted 
to schools and welfare pro­ 
grams. The remaining 20 per 
cent would go toward opera- 
tion of a racing commission. 
As far as the argument that 
one form of gambling attracts 
another and with it some of 
the nation’s most unsavory ele­ 
ments, 
Conley 
pushes 
this 
aside with the comment that this 
would be handled through strict 
law enforcement. 
UNIONS MAY COME 
TO CITY OFFICES 
There are a good many peo­ 
ple who today give the various 
labor unions almost complete 
credit for the ever-increasing 
benefits of the average working 
man, 
with 
higher 
living 
standards and better worklne 


conditions at the top of the 
list. 
Thus,

would seem in­ 
evitable that unions might seek 
to invade the realm of govern­ 
ment. 
Sen. Earl Blackwell has intro­ 
duced such a proposal which 
would allow employes of the 
state or any other political sub- 
division to organize as a union 
force with the objective of bar­ 
gaining collectively for better 
salaries, etc. 
The city of Springfield, how­ 
ever, has offered a proposed 
amendment to the bill which 
would prohibit such unionized 
employes from striking.

of eavesdropping. 
The Subcommittee uncovered 
one spying technique used not 
on mail but on postal employees. 
This is the use of especially 
constructed peep holes in Post 
Office ouildings, even in ladies’ 
dressing room s and mens* and 
ladies* toiletsl Since the com­ 
mittee brought this to public at­ 
tention the Departm ent has or­ 
dered peep holes in toilet and 
dressing room s closed. But hid­ 
den “ observation galleries,” 
from which postal inspectors 
observe em ployees, are still in 
use. W orkers under surveil­ 
lance have no idea when they 
a re being watched, or by whom. 
Department 
officials claim 
the practice is necessary to 
keep employees from stealing 
mail. Postal w orkers, on the 
other 
hand, 
strongly resent 
being watched. Spokesmen for 
the postal w orkers union voiced 
their

The 14,000-word white paper 
issued by the State Department 
declared fiat if peace could be 
restored in South Viet Nam the

volvement.

it warned this country 
“ will not abandon friends who 
want to remain free. It will do 
what must be done to help 
them. 
“ The 
choice 
now 
between 
peace and continued and in­ 
creasingly destructive conflict 
is one for the authorities in Ha­ 
noi to make.** 
New evidence of North Viet 
Nam aggression has accum ulat­ 
ed since 1961 when the State 
Department last issueda report 
on North Viet Nam’s effort to 
seize the south, the new white 
paper declared. 
“ The government of the Unit­ 
ed States believes that evidence 
should be presented to its own 
citizens and to the world. It is 
important for free men to know 
what has been happening in Viet 
Nam, and how, and why. That is 
the purpose of this report. 
“ The war in Viet Nam has 
reached new levels of intensi­ 
ty,” it said. “ The elaborate ef­ 
fort by the Communist regime 
in North Viet Nam to conquer 
-the south has grown, not dim in-- 
ished. 
“ Military men, technicians, 
political organizers, propagan­ 
dists and secret agents have 
been infiltrating into the repub­ 
lic of Viet Nam from the north 
in growing numbers. 
“ The flow of Communist-sup­ 
plied 
weapons, 
particularly 
those of large caliber, has in­ 
creased. Communications links 
with Hanoi are extensive. Des­ 
pite the heavy casualties of 
three years of fighting, the hard 
core Viet Cong force is consid­ 
erably larger now than ltw asat - 
the end o i l 961.” 
The report gave these particu­ 
lars: 
Manpower — hard-core Viet 
Cong strength now is estimated 
at more than 32,000 compared to 
less than 20,000 in 1961. ft has 
five regim ental headquarters, 
50 battalions and an estimated 
139 com panies. Supporting the 
main force un itsare an estim at­ 
ed 60,000 to 80,000 part time 
guerrillas who receive only half 
pay which 
means they must 
wGrk at least part of the time to 
scratch out a living. 
Weapons 
— an 
increasing 
number of weapons from out­ 
side Communist sources have 
been seized in the south includ­ 
ing 57mm and /5mm recoilless 
rifles, dual purpose machine 
guns, rocket launchers, large 
m ortars and anti-tank mines. 
A new family of Chinese Corn- 
munist-manufactured 
weapons 
appeared recently in Viet Cong 


hands. Included are semi-auto­ 
matic carbines, light machine 
guns and assault rifles.C hinese 
Communist 
antitank 
grenade 
launchers 
and 
ammunition 
made in China also have been 
captured. And it is estim ated 
the Viet Cong have at least 130 
81mm m ortars and 300 60mm 
morta rs. 
Th ■ report cited the discovery 
Feb. 16 of a Chinese Communist 
100-ton cargo ship camouflaged 
just offshore, along the coast of 
Phu Yen Province in South Viet 
Nam. Captured after a bitter 
fight with the Viet Cong, the 
ship was found to contain a car­ 
go of thousands of weapons and 
more than 1 million rounds of 
sm all arm s ammunition. 
“ Almost all were of Commu­ 
nist origin, largely from Com­ 
munist China and Czechoslovak­ 
ia, as well as North Viet Nam,” 
the report said. “ At least 100 
tons of m ilitary supplies were 
discovered near the ship.” 
Documents found on the ship 
and on the bodies of several 
Viet Cong aboard, identified the 
vessel as having come from 
North Viet Nam. 
“ The incident underlined in 
the most dram atic form that 
Hanoi is behind the continuing 
campaign of aggression aimed 
at conquering South Viet Nam,” 
the report said. 
T errorism — in 1964, th e re - - 
port said, 436 South Viet Nain 
hamlet chiefs and other govern­ 
ment officials w ere killed by the 
Viet Cong and 1,131 were kid­ 
naped. More than 1,350 civilians 
- w ere killed in bombings and 
other acts of sabotage and at 
least 8,400 civilians were kid­ 
naped by the Viet Cong. 
A detailed examination was 
given of the political direction 
and control of the Viet Cong by 
the Communist party of North 
Viet Nam headed by Ho Chi 
Minh. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara said Friday the 
United States will send addition­ 
al m ilitary forces to Sou‘h Viet 
Nam. 
Pentagon sources said the 
increase would total no more " 
than 800. The United States now 
has about 23,500 troops in South 
Viet Nam. 
In Moscow, Russian Prem ier 
Alexei N. Kosygin called for an 
end to U.S. reprisal raids on 
North Viet Nam as a condition 
for peace talks and repeated 
demands that the United States 
withdraw 
completely 
from 
South Viet Nam. 


Administration strateg ists in 
Washington viewed the Kosygin 
speech, a report on his 11-day 
visit to Southeast A sia, as offer­ 
ing nothing new from past So­ 
viet statem ents. 
The white paper described 
North Viet Nam’s intelligence 
system , through a Central Re­ 
search Agency — CRA — as one 
of the most extensive operations 
of its kind in the world. It was 
said to operate under the close

shortage of food in many, If 
not most, parts of the world, 
Dr. E w e ll, Vice President for 
research of theStateUniversity 
of New York at Buffalo, has 
warned of the “ most colossal 
catastrophe in history ." 
With 63 million new mouths 
to feed every year, hunger is 
expected to strike in China, 
India, Pakistan, Africa, Iran, 
Turkey and South America with­ 
in 10 to 15 years. Dr. Ewell 
declares that famine threatens 
to wipe out hundreds of mil­ 
lions of people. Dr. Ewell be­ 
lieves 
that 
more 
fertilizer 
should be produced by the United 
States and that birth control in­ 
formation should bemadeavail- 
able, 
The introduction of free en­ 
terprise throughout the world 
would do more to solve the food 
shortage problem than all other 
possible palliatives. While we 
believe and urge the wide dis­ 
semination of birth control in­ 
formation, yet we recognize that 
famine has not been a serious 
problem in countries where free 
enterprise is practiced.

WIRTZ CONTINUES BUMBLE-BEE 
HARASSMENT OF COMMITTEE WITH 
ABSURD COURT SUIT 
Secretary of Labor Willard Wirtz, continuing 
his fight against the Right to Work movement and 
his harassment campaign against the National 
Right to Work Committee, has gone to court in 
an attempt to twister his ridiculous demands that 
the Committee file a Landrum - Griffin Act 
report on a $160 travel expense reimburse­ 
ment. 
The payment was made in 1960 to reimburse 
the Committee for travel expenses of a Com­ 
mittee officer who traveled to Bartow, Florida, 
to make a Right to Work speech at ceremonies 
dedicating a new chemical plant. The Committee 
lawyers described Mr. Wirtz’s contentions in the 
law suit as “utterly ridiculous** on the basis of 
the facts. 
The Committee’s role in this situation is ex­ 
actly the same as its role in hundreds of such 
public 
appearances throughout 
the country, 
namely that of telling audiences 
about the 
benefits of Right to Work laws. 
The Landrum - Griffin Act requires individuals 
and companies performing “ labor consultant’* 
services for business and industry to report such 
financial transactions to the Labor Department. 
In commenting on the suit, Reed Larson, Com­ 
mittee Executive Vice President, said: 
“ It is ridiculous to suggest that our Commit­ 
tee is or ever has been in the business of 
counseling business firms on labor-management 
relations. This continuing harassment by a 
Labor Department which is clearly dominated by 
union officials bent on spreading compulsory 
unionism nationwide provides further striking 
evidence of the growing importance of the Right 
to Work movement. Mr. Wirtz’s actions are 
politically motivated. Millions in compulsory 
union dues, which Right to Work laws would cut 
off, are today being used by the AFL-CIO’s 
COPE and other union political organizations. 
WIRTZ’S EXPANDED ATTACK 
The Labor Department campaign against the 
Committee was intensified almost immediate­ 
ly upon Mr. Wirtz’s appointment to the cabinet 
post. In his first public speech, to the National 
Press Club in Washington, he began a campaign 
against Right to Work. His three top under­ 
secretaries in the Department have since joined 
in publicly attacking Right to Work laws. 
in response to the Committee’s 
first com­ 
munication, a courteous and respectfully-worded 
questioning of his misue of the term “ Right to 
Work,*’ Secretary Wirtz replied: 
“ I get the complete impression from your 
letter that it reflects no intention whatsoever 
to 
explore the real merits of the ‘right-to- 
work* issue. Under these circumstances a reply 
would be a waste of both your time and mine.” 
It soon became apparent that Secretary Wirtz 
and the Administration were “ after” the Na­ 
tional Right to Work Committee. Labor De­ 
partment investigators were known to be pry­ 
ing into various activities of the Committee. 
The NLRB joined in the harassment with ir­ 
responsible attacks on the Committee’s films. 
In the summer of 1962, an “ investigator” 
visited the Committee ofiices and disclosed that 
the Labor Department was considering asking 
for a “ labor consultant” report from the Com­ 
mittee on the 1960 Florida speech. Thereupon 
John L. Kilcullen, the Committee’s Washington 
attorney, wrote the Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
Company, whose plant dedication was the oc­ 
casion for the speech, requesting a documenta­ 
tion of the facts. A copy of the company’s sub­ 
sequent letter to Mr. Kilcullen was dispatched 
to the Department of Labor. 
ISSUE SEEMED CLOSED 
Nothing further was heard on the Florida 
Right to Work speech for about a year, al­ 
though the Committee was aware of continu­ 
ing feverish activity on the part of Labor De­ 
partment “operatives” seeking some subter­ 
fuge for use of Labor Department power 
to 
further harass the Committee and endeavor 
to block the forward progress of the nationwide 
Right to Work movement. 
On July 23, 1963, the Committee received a 
letter from the Department of Labor requesting 
that it file a report on the 1960 Florida speech, 
reporting the $160 travel expense reimburse­ 
ment. In its reply, the Committee reminded the 
Department of the facts noted in the August 24, 
1962, letter from the Virginia - Carolina 
Chemical Company, and pointed out there was 
nothing in the incident that would require the 
Committee to make a Landrum - Griffin Act 
report. The Committee’s attorney advised the 
Labor Department he was available for further 
discussion of the m atter. 
The Committee had no further communica­ 
tion from the Labor Department. However, two 
weeks prior to the filing of the Wirtz suit 
against the Committee, the nationally-circulated 
newspaper of the International Association of 
Machinists reported that such a suit was being 
prepared and gave details from Labor Depart­ 
ment files. The Department subsequently re­ 
fused to give this same information to mem­ 
bers of the nation’s press. When challenged by 
of Committee on this unethical handling of in­ 
formation in its files, the Department was 
obliged to admit publicly that the Machinists 
Union newspaper report came as a result of 
an unauthorized “ leak.”

Two scientists, one American 
and th e other Russian, have 
proposed making a start on d is­ 
armament in Alaska 
and Si­ 
beria. 
It’s possibly the first fruitful 
thought on this crucial issue In 
the year and a half since the 
partial nuclear test ban treaty 
was signed to end above-ground 


tests. 
The same holds true for the 
whole question of 
disarma­ 
ment -- meetings, discussions, 
but nothing to report. 
The stumbling block In both 
cases has tieen and remains: 
Inspection. 
While nuclear explosions in the 
open air are easily monitored 
from great distances, this Is 
not so with those set off inside 
the earth, which were not in­ 
cluded in the test ban. They 
ra n be muffled, or confused 
with natural earthquakes. 
Only 
on-the-spot inspection 
would guarantee adherence t* 
a 
comprehensive 
test 
ban 
treaty. 
Only Inspection would 
Insure that no secret factories 
were turning out nuclear weap­ 
ons or m issiles or other war 
m ateriel. 
But Inspection Is the one thing 
the Soviet Union has not been 
able to accept. 
Now the two scientists--one 
American, one Russlan--pro- 
pose that we attack the disarm ­ 
ament Impasse in small stages 
from the top--top of the world, 
that 
Is. 
Their plan, reports 
Scientific American, Is the first 
Joint proposal of Its kind by a 
U.S. and Soviet scientist. 
Biophysicist Alexander Rich 
of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology 
and 
geochemist 
Aleksandr P. Vinogradov 
of 
the Vernadsky Institute in Mos­ 
cow point out that the Arctic 
is the only region of the world 
where the territories of the 
United States and U.S.S.R. ad­ 
join. 
They suggest that all or part 
of Alsaka and a corresponding 
part of Slberla--equlvalent In 
military value--be placed with­ 
in an Inspection zone. Although 
each country has military In­ 
stallations In these areas, they 
are not absolutely vital to s e ­ 
curity. 
Nuclear weapons, lone-range 
bombers and m issiles would be 
banned from these areas. Some 
airfields and bases might be 
allowed to remain, as would 
purely defensive Installations 
such as radar tracking stations. 
An Alaska-Siberia inspection 
zone 
would 
require only the 
agreement of the two countries. 
Later, 
the 
zone 
might 
be 
extended into Greenland and 
expanded in Siberia, with Den­ 
mark (which owns Greenland) 
joining in a treaty. 
Eventually, an even broader 
agreement could Include Can­ 
ada, Norway, Sweden and Fin­ 
land and extend disarmament to 
the entire Arctic region. A 
buffer zone embracing the en­ 
tire northern part of the world 
would then separate the entire 
would then separate the offen­ 
sive forces of East and W est— 
yet leave the bulk of their m ili­ 
tary establishments Intact. 
Moreover, the development of 
inspection procedures and the 
habit of using them would pro­ 
vide “ a considerable measure 
of reassurance and could con­ 
tribute materially to fostering 
the kind of mutual trust that Is 
a necessary prologue to addi­ 
tional 
disarmament 
mea­ 
sures.” 
So say these two scientists. 
What say their governments?

NO COMMENT

Washington, Feb. 23—The 
passing of the 88th Congress 
automatically had been con­ 
sidered the passing of any 
hope for ‘legislation to hand 
back to the States their right 
to apportion their legislatures 
as they chose. Now it appears 
this wasn’t so at all. 
R ather late in the last ses­ 
sion, the Supreme Court read 
the Constitution and discov­ 
ered something that all the 
previous Supreme Courts in 
history had failed to rotice. 
It was th at the only way a 
legislature could be legally 
devised was to consider popu­ 
lation and nothing else in 
allocating 
representation in 
its two houses—if it had two. 
There was a flurry of dis­ 
may in Congress, and bills 
were introduced. But nothing 
happened, and the states be­ 
gan to redlstrict themselves 
in 
compliance 
with 
the 
Court’s notions of how It 
should be done. 


May Happen Quickly 
Now it appears that not 
only Is the issue still alive in 
Congress, but that It has some 
powerful bipartisan support. 
And a brisk activity in the 
state legislatures almea at 
amending the Constitution Is 
putting a burr under Con­ 
gress’ 
tall. 
Not 
only 
may 
something happen, but it may 
happen (for Congress) fast. 
There are many states with 
large cities In which most of 


both houses of the legislature 
would consist of urban types, 
and 
where 
many 
counties 
would wind up with no legis­ 
lator of their own. In the 
past, urban and rural inter­ 
ests 
have 
nicely 
counter­ 
balanced each other, and a 
real 
“consensus” 
could 
be 
arrived at by debate, log­ 
rolling and threats. Everyone 
had some political power. 


Congress Seats at Stake 
The Court’s decisions would 
end this. In many states, one 
or a few cities would have 
the power to control com­ 
pletely all of the states’ af­ 
fairs. While some cities un­ 
doubtedly have been under­ 
represented in the past, the 
new system would assure that 
many populations in the fu­ 
ture would 
not 
be repre­ 
sented at all, for all practical 
purposes. 
Many 
Congressmen 
are 
from just such rural areas, 
and know that the newly- 
districted legislatures in turn 
might redraw Congressional 
districts in which they could 
not win. Some Senators now 
sitting draw more of their 
support from rural areas than 
from the cities. 
Others 
are 
merely 
con­ 
vinced that rural attitudes 
of thrift, independence and 
morality are too much needed 
now in our political life to be 
so downgraded and subordin­ 
ated to big city machines, 
often 
dominated 
by 
the 
rackets in some cases and 
labor bosses in others. 
In any event, the reap- 
portlonment Issue has come 
alive again, and not as a for­ 
lorn lost cause. 


WASHINGTON — The pos­ 
sibility of helping to patch up 
the quarrel between Red China 
and Russia continues to be the 
chief political danger which may 
result from the Vietnam crisis. 
Few Americans outside of the 
State Department realize how 
deep has been the rift between 
China and Russia and that its 
chief cause has been the Krem­ 
lin’s policy—up until the time 
of the North Vietnamese raids- 
-of coexistence and friendship 
with the United States. 
I first began to understand the 
depth of this bitterness after I 
interviewed President Tito of 
Yugoslavia in the summer of 
1962, following which the Peking 
“ People’s World” and the Pe­ 
king radio issued a 5,000-word 
blast against Tito and against 
me. Their gripe against Tito 
was that he had become too 
friendly to the United States 
and 
was 
revising Marxism. 
They called him “ the tool of 
American military imperial­ 
ism .” 


At that time, I began digging 
into the record of the Chinese- 
Russian feud, part of it con­ 
tained in secret diplomatic re­ 
ports. The name-calling was by 
no means secret. The Chinese 
headlined their accusations that 
Khrushchev was a “ bald-headed 
a ss,” a “ swine,” and boasted 
that “ When we bury you, China 
will throw on the last spade­ 
ful of earth.” The name-call­ 
ing 
became 
so vitriolic that 
Chinese 
broadcasts 
w e r e 
jammed in Russia while Amer­ 
ican and BBC broadcasts were 
not. 


One broadcast from Peking 
told how China was required to 
reduce its 
food rations be­ 
cause it was forced to repay 
the Soviet $20 million for for­ 
eign aid. 
Not publicized and not well 
known in the United States was 
the 
first bitterness 
lietween 
Moscow and Peking in 1960, 
which caijsed Khrushchev sud­ 
denly to yank all Soviet tech­ 
nical 
personnel 
from China 
where they had been helping to 
build 
hydroelectric projects, 
and Improve Chinese military 


installations. 
-LONG-STANDING FEUD— 
Also unpublicized and unknown 
was the secret note sent by the 
Russians on Aug. 17, 1960, ac­ 
cusing the Chinese of crossing 
the border from Slnklang into 
Soviet territory to set up Chin­ 
ese fortifications. The Chinese 
replied that “ shepherds” had 
Inadvertently 
strayed across 
the border. 
In November 1960, at the very 
time that the Communist lead­ 
ers of the world were meeting 
In Moscow, 
the Russians ac­ 
cused the Chinese behind closed 
doors of “ armed aggression” 
against 
Russia 
across th e 
border from Sinkiang. 
Not known to the Western world 
either were the reasons why the 
Chinese suddenly forced Rus- ‘ 
sia to close all Soviet consu­ 
lates In China. This was re­ 
ported to be liecause the Soviet 
consulates were susiiected 
of 
spying on Chinese military in­ 
stallations 
and Chinese 
at­ 
tempts to develop the atom 
bomb. 
On Sept. 7, 1962, the Chinese 
police In Harbin, Manchuria, 
raided the Society of Soviet 
police In Harbin, Manchuria, 
Citizens, an organization run 
by the Russian consulate. The 
Secretary of the Society com­ 
mitted 
suicide 
while 
lieing 
cross-exam ined. 
During that same summer of 
1962, there were riots In the 
Chinese 
cities of Tstnlng and 
Tachuan, both close to the So­ 
viet 
border, 
and spasmodic 
skirmishing across the border. 
The Chinese accused the Rus­ 
sians of trying to stir up 
an 
Independence movement against 
Peking in Sinkiang Province. 
This is an area very sensitive 
for the Chinese because it is 
the testing ground for Chinese 
atomic weapons and guided m is­ 
siles. 
—COEXISTENCE SCORNED— 
Bitterness tietween the two 
leaders of the Communist world 
deepened In 1963, as Khrush­ 
chev agreed to a treaty with 
the United States banning nu­ 
clear tests. In May of that 
year, Liu Shao-Chl, the Chin­ 
ese general expected to succeed 


Mao Tze-Tung, made a special 
trip through Asia secretly and 
vigorously deriding Moscow’s 
coexistence policy with 
the 
United States and arguing that 
Stalin’s program of violent rev­ 
olution based on hate was the 
only way Communism could win 
out over the “ clever imperial­ 
ism ” of the United States. He 
heaped scorn on Khrushchev’s 
idea that Communists could get 
anywhere by peaceful means. 


Liu appeared to tie making 
considerable progress in Asia, 
especially in North Vietnam, 
Indonesia, 
and North Korea. 
One month later, June 15, 1963, 
the 
Chinese 
ambassador in 
Moscow, Pan Tze-Ll, handed 
the Kremlin a 15,000-word note 
which consisted of a bitter at­ 
tack on the Russian policy of 
coexistence. When the Kremlin 
refused to make it public, three 
members of the Chinese em­ 
bassy handed it out to various 
people in Moscow 
and were 
promptly expelled. They were 
ordered out of the Soviet Union 
quicker than some of the Ameri­ 
cans who have been accused of 
espionage. 


The 
letter 
charged t hat 
Khrushchev’s policy of peace­ 
ful coexistence had got no­ 
where 
in Asia, Africa, 
and 
Latin 
America, and that the 
United States was winning. 
Relations lietween the two pow­ 
erful Communist nations con­ 
tinued 
to 
deteriorate, 
un­ 
doubtedly 
one 
reason why 
Khrushchev was kicked out last 
October. While his exit was 
hailed in 
Peking, the atmo­ 
sphere improved only for a 
very brief period. Only a few 
weeks after he had been flre<^ 
Peking was issuing the* same 
critical blasts against the new 
leaders of the Kremlin. 
Only since the United States 
retaliated against North Viet­ 
nam with Its recent liomblng 
raids has there been any sign 
of real Improvement tn this 
deep and bitter controversy. It 
may not 
last, but as of today, 
the 
two 
Communist govern­ 
ments appear to be closer to­ 
gether than1 at any time sfnfv 
1958.

WIRTZ CONTINUES RPM B l K-BKK 
HARASSMENT OF COMMITTEE WITH 
ABSURD COURT SUIT 
Secretary of l abor Willard Wirtz, continuing 
his fight against the Right to Work movement and 
his harassment campaign against the National 
Right to Work Committee, has gone to court in 
an attempt to bolster his ridiculous demands that 
the Committee file a Landrum - Griffin Act 
report on a $160 travel expense reim burse­ 
ment. 
The payment was made in 1960 to reimburse 
the Committee for travel expenses of a Com­ 
mittee officer who traveled to Bartow, Florida, 
to make a Right to Work speech at ceremonies 
dedicating a new chemical plant. The Committee 
lawyers described Mr. W irt/.’s contentions in the 
law suit as “ utterly ridiculous” on the basis of 
the facts. 
The Committee’s role in this situation is ex­ 
actly the same as its role in hundreds of such 
public 
appearances throughout 
the country, 
namely 
that of telling audiences 
about the 
benefits of Right to Work laws. 
The Landrum - Griffin Aet requires individuals 
and companies performing “ labor consultant” 
services for business and industry to report such 
financial transactions to the Labor Department. 
In commenting on the suit, Reed Larson, Com­ 
mittee Executive Vice President, said: 
“ It is ridiculous to suggest that our Commit­ 
tee is or ever has been in the business of 
counseling business firm s on labor-management 
relations. This continuing harassment by a 
Labor Department which is clearly dominated by 
union officials bent on spreading compulsory 
unionism nationwide provides further striking 
evidence of the growing importance of the Right 
to Work 
movement. Mr. Wirtz’s actions are 
politically motivated. Millions in compulsory 
union dues, which Right to Work laws would cut 
off, are today being used by the AFL-CIO’s 
COPE and other union political organizations. 
WIRTZ’S EXPANDED ATTACK 
The Labor Department campaign against the 
Committee was intensified almost immediate­ 
ly upon Mr. Wirtz’s appointment to the cabinet 
post. In his first public speech, to the National 
P ress Club in Washington, he began a campaign 
against Right to Work. His three top under­ 
secretaries in the Department have since joined 
in publicly attacking Right to Work laws. 
In response 
to the Committee’s 
first com­ 
munication, a courteous and respectfully-worded 
questioning of his misue of the term “ Right to 
W'ork,” Secretary Wirtz replied: 
“ I get the complete impression from your 
letter that it reflects no intention whatsoever 
to 
explore the real m erits of the ‘right-to- 
work’ issue. Under these circum stances a reply 
would be a waste of both your time and m ine.” 
It soon became apparent that Secretary Wirtz 
and the Administration were “ after” the Na­ 
tional Right to Work Committee. Labor De­ 
partment investigators were known to be pry­ 
ing into various activities of the Committee. 
The NLRB joined in the harassment with ir­ 
responsible attacks on the Committee’s film s. 
In the summer of 1962, an “ investigator” 
visited the Committee oflices and disclosed that 
the Labor Department was considering asking 
for a “ labor consultant” report from the Com­ 
mittee on the 1960 Florida speech. Thereupon 
John L. Kileullen, the Committee’s Washington 
attorney, wrote the Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
Company, whose plant dedication was the oc­ 
casion for the speech, requesting a documenta­ 
tion of the facts. A copy of the company’s sub­ 
sequent letter to Mr. Kileullen was dispatched 
to the Department of Labor. 
ISSUE SEEMED CLOSED 
Nothing further was heard on the Florida 
Right to Work speech for about a year, al­ 
though the Committee was aware of continu­ 
ing feverish activity on the part of Labor De­ 
partment “operatives” seeking some subter­ 
fuge for use of Labor Department power 
to 
further harass the Committee and endeavor 
to block the forward progress of the nationwide 
Right to Work movement. 
On July 23, 1963, the Committee received a 
letter from the Department of Labor requesting 
that it file a report on the 1960 Florida speech, 
reporting the $160 travel expense reim burse­ 
ment. In its reply, the Committee reminded the 
Department of the facts noted in the August 24, 
1962, 
letter from the Virginia - Carolina 
Chemical Company, and pointed out there was 
nothing in the incident that would require the 
Committee to make a Landrum - Griffin Act 
report. The Committee’s attorney advised the 
Labor Department he was available for further 
discussion of the matter. 
The Committee had no further communica­ 
tion from the Labor Department. However, two 
weeks prior to the filing of the Wirtz suit 
against the Committee, the nationally-circulated 
newspaper of the International Association of 
Machinists reported that such a suit was being 
prepared and gave details from Labor Depart­ 
ment files. 
The Department subsequently re­ 
fused to give this same information to mem­ 
bers of the nation’s press. When challenged by 
of Committee on this unethical handling of in­ 
formation 
in its files, the Department was 
obliged to admit publicly that the Machinists 
Union newspaper report came as a result of 
an unauthorized “ leak.”

Their plan, reports 
Scientific American, Is the first 
Joint proposal of its kind by a 
U.S. and Soviet sclentLst. 
Biophysicist Alexander Rich 
of M assachusetts Institute of 
Technology 
and 
geochemist 
Aleksandr P. Vinogradov 
of 
the Vernadsky Institute in Mos­ 
cow point out that the Arctic 
is the only region of the world 
where the te rrito rie s of the 
United States and U.S.S.R. ad­ 
join. 
They suggest that all or part 
of Alsaka and a corresponding 
part of Siberia--equivalent in 
m ilitary value—te placed with­ 
in an inspection zone. Although 
each country has m ilitary in­ 
stallations in these are as, they 
are not absolutely vital to s e ­ 
curity.

WASHINGTON — 
The pos­ 
sibility of helping to patch up 
the quarrel between Red China 
and Russia continues to be the 
chief political danger which may 
result from the Vietnam crisis. 
Few Americans outside of the 
State Department realize how 
deep has teen the rift between 
China and Russia and that its 
chief cause has been the Krem­ 
lin’s policy—up until the time 
of the North Vietnamese raid s- 
-of coexistence and friendship 
with the United States. 
I first began to understand the 
depth of this bitterness after I 
interviewed President Tito of 
Yugoslavia in the sum m er of 
1962, following which the Peking 
"P eople's W orld" and the Pe­ 
king radio issued a 5,000-word 
blast against Tito and against 
me. Their gripe against Tito 
was that he had become too 
friendly to the United States 
and 
was 
revising M arxism . 
They called him "the tool of 
American m ilitary im perial­ 
ism ." 


At that tim e, I began digging 
into the record of the Chinese- 
Russian feud, part of it con­ 
tained in secret diplomatic re­ 
ports. The nam e-calling washy 
no means secret. The Chinese 
headlined their accusations that 
Khrushchev was a "bald-headed 
a s s ," a "sw ine," and boasted 
that "When we bury you, China 
will throw on the last spade­ 
ful of e a rth ." The nam e-call­ 
ing 
became 
so vitriolic that 
Chinese 
broadcasts 
w e r e 
jam m ed in Russia while Amer­ 
ican and BDC broadcasts were 
not. 


One broadcast from Peking 
told how China was required to 
reduce its 
food rations 
be­ 
cause It was forced to repay 
th** Soviet $20 million for for­ 
eign ald. 
Not publicized and not well 
known In the United States was 
the 
first bitterness 
between 
Moscow and Peking In 1960, 
which caused Khrushchev sud­ 
denly to yank all Soviet tech­ 
nical 
personnel 
from China 
where they had teen helping to 
build 
hydroelectric projects, 
and Improve C h in es e m ilitary 


installations. 
-LONG-STANDING FEUD— 
Also unpublicized and unknown 
was the secret note sent by the 
Russians on Aug. 17, I960, ac­ 
cusing the Chinese of crossing 
the border from Sinkiang into 
Soviet te rrito ry to set up Chin­ 
ese fortifications.

against 
Russia

border from Sinkiang. 
Not known to the W estern world 
either w ere the reasons why the 
Chinese suddenly forced Rus­ 
sia to close all Soviet consu­ 
lates In China. This was re­ 
ported to te tecause the Soviet 
consulates were suspected 
of 
spying on Chinese m ilitary in­ 
stallations 
and Chinese 
at­ 
tem pts to develop the atom 
bomb, 
On Sept. 7, 1962, the Chinese 
police in Harbin, Manchuria, 
raided the Society of Soviet 
police in Harbin, Manchuria, 
Citizens, an organization run 
by the Russian consulate. The 
Secretary of the Society com­ 
m itted 
suicide 
while 
being 
cross-exam ined. 
During that sam e sum m er of 
1962, there were riots In the 
Chinese 
cities of Tsinlng and 
Tachuan, both close to the So­ 
viet 
border, 
and spasmodic 
skirm ishing across the border. 
The Chinese accused the Rus­ 
sians of trying to stir up 
an 
Independence movement against 
Peking in Sinkiang Province. 
This Is an area very sensitive 
for the Chinese because it is 
th*' testing ground for Chinese 
atomic weapons and guided m is­ 
siles. 
—COEXISTENCE SCORNED— 
B itterness between th*' two 
leaders of the Communist world 
deepened In 1963, as Khrush­ 
chev agreed to a treaty with 
the United States banning nu­ 
clear tests. In 
May of that 
year, Liu Shao-Chi, th*' Chin­ 
ese general expected to succeed 


Mao Tze-Tung, made a special 
trip through Asia secretly and 
vigorously deriding Moscow’s 
coexistence policy with 
the 
United States and arguing that 
S talin's program of violent rev­ 
olution based on hate was the 
only way Communism could win 
out over the "clever im perial­ 
ism " of the United S tates. He 
heaped scorn on K hrushchev's 
idea that Communists could get 
anywhere by peaceful m eans. 


H u appeared to be making 
considerable progress In Asia, 
especially in North Vietnam , 
Indonesia, 
and North K orea. 
One month later, June 15, 1963, 
the 
Chinese 
am bassador In 
Moscow, Pan Tze-Li, handed 
the Kremlin a 15,OOO-word note 
which consisted of a b itter at­ 
tack on the Russian policy of 
coexistence. When th** Krem lin 
refused to make it public, three 
m em bers of the Chinese em ­ 
bassy handed it out to various 
people in Moscow 
and were 
prom ptly expelled. They were 
ordered out of the Soviet Union 
quicker than some of the A m eri­ 
cans who have teen accused of 
espionage. 


The 
letter 
charged t h a t 
Khrushchev’s policy of peace­ 
ful coexistence had got 
no­ 
where 
in Asia, A frica, 
and 
Latin 
America, and that the 
United States was winning. 
Relations between the two pow­ 
erful Communist nations con­ 
tinued 
to 
deteriorate, 
un­ 
doubtedly 
one 
reason why 
Khrushchev was kicked out last 
O ctober. While his exit was 
hailed In 
Peking, the atmo­ 
sphere 
improved only for a 
very brief period. Only a few 
weeks after he had been fired, 
Peking was issuing th*> sam e 
critical blasts against the new 
leaders of the Kremlin. 
Only since th*' United States 
retaliated against North Viet­ 
nam with its recent bombing 
raids has there been any sign 
of real improvement in this 
deep and bitter controversy. It 
may not 
last, but as of today, 
the 
two 
Communist govern­ 
m ents appear to Ik* clo ser to­ 
gether ?h:in at any tim e shire

WASHINGTON -- When he has 
a free weekend, Federal High­ 
way A dm inistrator 
Rex 
M. 
Whltton, 
the 
busiest road 
builder in history, likes to climb 
into the family car with his 
wife and meander along old- 
fashioned country roads through 
the rolling farmlands outside 
Washington. 
“ W e're 
antiquers," he 
ex­ 
plains, “ and you don't find an­ 
tique shops on the big new in­ 
te rsta te highways." 
But when Mr. Whltton wants 
to reach a destination swiftly 
and safely, he delights, like 
m ost other Am ericans, in the 
long, newly completed stretches 
of gleaming super-highway that 
can now l>e found in every 
s ta te 's portion of the projected 
4 1,000-mJle national Interstate 
system . 
When Mr. Whltton was ap­ 
pointed by the incoming Demo­ 
c ra tic Administration in 1961, 
he analyzed his m ission as 
“ simply 
to 
build 
highways 
quickly, economically, and hon­ 
e s tly ." 
Because of his deep-grained 
m odesty, he would be the last 
m an to say so, but the fact, 
according to experts 
in and 
out of government, is that his 
four - year- record is one of 
achieving those goals. 
ON SCHEDULE 
The interstate program , the 
biggest construction underta*- 
ing 
in man’s history is right 
on schedule. 
The last day of 1964 will be 
the half-way mark between the 
p ro g ram 's sta rt in 1956 and the 
1972 completion target. On that 
day, 48 percent of the system 
will be in use, and 13,000 m ore 
m iles will be under way. 
Though hourly wages and most 
other 
cost 
components have 
continued to climb, Mr. Wnlt- 
to n 's Bureau of Public Roads, 
working with state highway d e­ 
partm ents, have done a rem a rk ­ 
able Job of keeping a lid on con­ 
struction budgets, of encour­

Whltton at the top, with his 
40-year record in the M issouri 
Highway Department tie fore he 
resigned as chief engineer to 
com e to Washington, and an in­ 
ternational reputation for ob­ 
jective, selfless service. 
To a large degree, roadbuL’d- 
ing is a nuts-and-l.D lts 
job.. 
But 
in recent 
years the ad­ 
ditional factor of aesthetics has 
com e to the fore. 
As long ago as 1937, Mr. Whit- 
ton was urging “ roadsidebeau­ 
tification," as the concept was 
then known in Its sim plest form, 
on other highway engineers. 
The problem is far m ore com ­ 
plex now. 
To some A m ericans, the road 
builder is a man on a bulldozer, 
determ ined to run his new high­ 
way in a straight line p rec ise­ 
ly where his engineering data 
te lls him, without regard to the 
havoc wrought on natural scen­ 
e ry , private homes, and human 
values. 
In this thinking, the city free­ 
way, efficient though it may be, 
is som etim es seen as the ul­ 
tim ate In urban ugliness.

He has pushed efforts to im ­ 
plem ent the bllllioard-control

tro l along Interstate highways. 
And as a cost-conscious en­ 
gineer, he likes to push such 
ideas as fitting a divided high­ 
way into a rolling landscape 
by separating the two roadways 
and placing them at different 
levels.

DESIGNED FOR SAFETY 
“ We always have to balance 
money costs against what we'd 
like to do," he says, but the 
trend is unmistakably in favor 
of doing more to “ preserve and 
enhance the am enities of life." 
The entire new Interstate sy s­ 
tem , say the 
statisticians, 
will 
save 8000 lives a year 
because It has been designed 
’o r safety. 
However, 80 per cent of the 
c a rs will still lie using the 
o ld er roads and stre e ts, and 
many of them little m ore than 
im proved 
horse - and - buggy 
tra ils. 
A great deal of the past safety 
iropaganda has been aim ed at 
I riv ers, but the 
truth Is that 
nany accident-prone drivers 
ire immune to advice. 
L ast April, on instructions 
from President Johnson, Mr. 
Whltton started a drive to use 
m ore federal aid funds to cor­ 
re c t specific high-accident lo-, 
cations on non-lnterstate high­ 
w ays.

Busiest Road 
Builders 
In History 


Edward W. O'Brien in Gtobe- 
Democrat 
WASHINGTON -- When he has 
a free weekend, Federal High­ 
way Administrator 
Rex 
M. 
Whltton, 
the 
busiest road 
builder in history, likes to climb 
into the family car with his 
wife and meander along old- 
fashioned country roads through 
the rolling farmlands outside 
Washington. 
“ We're 
antiquers," he 
ex­ 
plains, “ and you don't find an­ 
tique shops on the big new in­ 
terstate highways." 
But when Mr. Whltton wants 
to reach a destination swiftly 
and safely, he delights, like 
most other Americans, In the 
long, newly completed stretches 
of gleaming super-highway that 
can now be found in every 
s ta te 's portion of the projected 
41,000-mlle national interstate 
system. 
When Mr. Whltton w'as ap­ 
pointed by the incoming Demo­ 
cratic Administration in 1961, 
he analyzed his mission as 
“ simply 
to 
build 
highways 
quickly, economically, and hon­ 
estly ." 
Because of his deep-grained 
modesty, he would be the last 
man to say so, but the fact, 
according to experts 
in and 
out of government, is that his 
four - year- record is one of 
achieving those goals. 
ON .SCHEDULE 
The interstate program, the 
biggest construction undertak­ 
ing 
in man’s history is right 
on schedule. 
The last day of 1964 will be 
the half-way mark between the 
pro g ram 's start in 1956 and the 
1972 completion target. On that 
day, 48 percent of the system 
will be In use, and 13,000 more 
rn ties will be under way. 
Though hourly wages and most 
other 
cost 
components have 
continued to climb, Mr. Whlt- 
ton's Bureau of Public Roads, 
working with state highway de­ 
partm ents, have done a re m a rk ­ 
able job of keeping a lid on con­ 
struction budgets, of encour­ 
aging 
competition, trimming 
wasteful frills, and Improving 
design. 
The overall construction cost 
index has risen only 7 per cent 
since 1961. 
This year the federal tr e a s ­ 
ury is putting $3,800,000,000 
into Interstate and other high­ 
way aid to the states, which 
do the actual spending. 
With this kind of money lr 
the air, opportunities for skul­ 
duggery could be abundant. But 
there have been only a few sc at­ 
tered misdeeds at the local 
level. 
Mr. 
Whitton's staffers have 
kept a tight watch on how the 
money is spent and have con­ 
stantly pressed state officials 
to do likewise. 
CLOSELY WATCHED 
He enlisted 200 auditors and 
investigators who look into ev­ 
ery shady 
rumor, and his 300 
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field engineers range the coun­ 
try 
making surprise lnspec- 
tlons-in-depth 
of actual con­ 
struction. 
Permeating the federal bureau 
is the unshakeable Integrity of 
Mr. Whltton at the top, with hts 
40-year record in the Missouri 
Highway Department t>efore he 
resigned as chief engineer to 
come to Washington, and an In­ 
ternational reputation for ob­ 
jective, selfless service. 
To a large degree, roadbuL’d- 
lng Is a nuts-and-I. alts 
job.. 
But 
In recent 
years the ad­ 
ditional factor of aesthetics has 
come to the fore. 
As long ago as 1937, Mr. Whit- 
ton was urging “ roadsidebeau­ 
tification," as the concept was 
then known in Its simplest form, 
on other highway engineers. 
The problem is far more com­ 
plex now. 
To some Americans, the road 
builder Is a man on a bulldozer, 
determined to run his new high­ 
way in a straight line precise­ 
ly where his engineering data 
tells him, without regard to the 
havoc wrought on natural scen­ 
ery, private homes, and human 
values. 
In this thinking, the city free­ 
way, efficient though it may be, 
is sometimes seen as the ul­ 
timate in urban ugliness. 
Mr. Whltton has been a lead­ 
e r in telling his highway col­ 
leagues that human values must 
be Increasingly emphasized and 
that they should welcome con­ 
sideration of aesthetic factors 
in road design and location. 
“ We’d like people to think 
that we're human," he says. 
“ Highway 
engineers enjoy a 
tree or a spring or a view just 
like anyone else." 
He points out that when P re s­ 
ident 
Johnson 
delivered his 
Great Society speech at the 
University of Michigan on last 
May 22, the President described 
the huge highway needs that will 
develop in the rem ainder of this 
century an said that these and 
other needs must l>e satisfied 
without 
further “ eroding the 
precious 
and 
time-honored 
values of community with neigh­ 
bors 
and 
communion 
with 
nature." 
In the same month Mr. Whtttoi. 
issued a rule requiring state 
highway departments to weigh 
the possible effects of proposed 
road projects on parks and other 
recreation areas. In June he 
issued a sim ilar rule to pro­ 
tect fish and wildlife areas. 
He has pushed efforts to im­ 
plement the billboard-control 
provisions enacted by Congress 
in 
1958, leading to the first 
control agreements with states 
and the first bonus payments 
to the states for billboard con­ 
trol along interstate highways. 
And as a cost-conscious en­ 
gineer, he likes to push such 
Ideas as fitting a divided high­ 
way into a rolling landscape 
by separating the two roadways 
and placing them at different 
levels. 
Result: A three-dimensional 
design that Is pleasing to the 
eye and relaxing to drive, as 
well as cheaper to build be­ 
cause of less excavation and 
cheaper to maintain because 
of built-in natural erosion and 
snow control. 
DESIGNED FOR SAFETY 
“ We always have to balance 
money costs against what we'd 
like to do," he says, but the 
trend is unmistakably in favor 
of doing more to “ preserve and 
enhance the amenities of life."

New evidence of North Viet 
Nam aggression hasaccum ulat- 
ed since 1961 when the State 
Depart merit last issued a report 
on North Viet Nam's effort to 
se t/e the south, the new white 
paper declared. 
“ The government of the Unit­ 
ed States believes that evidence 
should be presented to its own 
citizens and to the world. It is 
important for free men to know 
w hat has been happening in Viet 
Nam, and how , and why. That is 
the purpose of this report. 
“ The war in Viet Nam has 
reached new levels of intensi­ 
ty," it said. “ The elaborate et- 
fort by the Communist regim e 
in North Viet Nam to conquer 
-the south has grown, not dim in-. 
ished. 
“ Military men, technicians, 
political organizers, propagan­ 
dists and secret agents have 
been infiltrating into the repub­ 
lic of Viet Nam from the north 
in growing numbers. 
“ The flow of Communist-sup­ 
plied 
weapons, 
particularly 
those of large caliber, has in­ 
creased. Communications links 
with Hanoi are extensive. Des­ 
pite the heavy casualties of 
three years of fighting, the hard 
core Viet Cong force is consid- 
erably larger now than it w asat ■ 
the end of 1961." 
The report gave these particu- 
la rs: 
Manpower — hard-core Viet 
Cong strength now is estim ated 
at more than 32,000 compared to 
less than 20,000 in 1961. It has 
five regim ental headquarters, 
50 battalions and an estim ated 
139 com panies. Supporting the 
main force unitsare an estim at­ 
ed 60,000 to 80,000 part time 
guerrillas who receive only half 
pay which 
means

scratch out a living. 
Weapons 
— an 
increasing 
number of weapons from out­ 
side Communist sources have 
been seized in the south includ­ 
ing 57mm and .5mm recoilless

A new fam ily of Chinese Com­ 
munist-manufactured

Th * report cited the discovery 
Feb. 16 of a Chinese Communist 
100-ton cargo ship camouflaged 
Just offshore, along the coast of 
Phu Yen Province in South Viet 
Nam. Captured after a bitter 
fight with the Viet Cong, the 
ship was found to contain a car­ 
go of thousands of weapons and 
more than 1 million rounds of 
sm all arm s ammunition. 
“ Almost all were of Commu­ 
nist origin, largely from Com­ 
munist China and Czechoslovak­ 
ia, as well as North Viet Nam," 
the report said 
“ At least 10C 
tons of m ilitary supplies were 
discovered near the ship." 
Documents found on the ship 
and on the bodies of several 
Viet Cong aboard, identified the 
v essel as having com e from 
North Viet Nam. 
“ The incident underlined in 
the most dramatic form that 
Hanoi is behind the continuing 
campaign of aggression aim ed 
at conquering South Viet Nam," 
the report said. 
T errorism — in 1964, th ere- ' 
port said, 436 South Viet Nain 
hamlet chiefs and other govern­ 
ment officials were killed by the 
Viet Cong and 1,131 were kid­ 
naped. More than 1,350 civilians 
w ere 
killed m bombings and 
other acts of sabotage and at 
least 8,400 civilians were kid­ 
naped by the Viet Cong. 
A detailed examination was 
given of the political direction 
and control of the Viet Cong by 
the Communist party of North 
Viet 
Nam headed by Ho Chi 
Minh. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara said Friday the 
United States will send addition­ 
al m ilitary forces to Sou'h Viet 
Nam. 
Pentagon 
sources 
said the 
‘ increase would total no more 
than 800. The United States now 
lias about 23,500 troops inSouth 
Viet Nam. 
In Moscow, Russian Prem ier 
Alexei N. Kosygin called for an 
end to UjS. reprisal raids on 
North Viet Nam as a condition 
for peace talks and repeated 
demands that the United States 
withdraw 
com pletely 
from 
South Viet Nam. 


Administration strategists in 
Washington viewed the Kosygin 
speech, a report on his 11-day 
visit to Southeast A sia, as offer­ 
ing nothing new from past So­ 
viet statem ents. 
The 
white paper described 
North Viet Nam’s intelligence 
system , through a Central Re­ 
search Agency — CRA — a s one 
of the most extensive operations 
of its kind in the world. It was 
said to operate under the close

Regarding 
the 
widespread 
shortage of food in many, if 
not most, parts of the world, 
Dr. Ew ell, Vice President for 
research of theStute University 
of New 
York at Buffalo, bds 
warned of the “ most colossal 
catastrophe in history .w 
With 63 million new mouths 
tv' feed every year, hunger is 
expected 
to 
strike iii China, 
India, Pakistan, Africa, Iran, 
Turkey and South America w ith­ 
in IO to 15 years. Dr. Ewell 
declares that famine threatens 
to wipe out hundreds of m il­ 
lions of people. Dr. Ewell be­ 
lieves 
that 
more 
fertilizer 
should be produced by the United 
States and that birth control in­ 
formation should be made avail­ 
able. 
The introduction of free en­ 
terprise throughout the world 
would do more to solve the food 
shortage problem than another 
possible palliatives. While we 
believe and urge the wide dis­ 
semination of birth control in­ 
formation, yet we recognize that 
famine has not been a serious 
problem in countries where free 
enterprise is pra cticed. It is

solely

in 
Socialist countries.
